Foothill Joins 
Coast League 


By. the time Foothill college, 
one of the Coast Conference's 
newest members, moves into its 
new 12l-acre campus in the Los 
Altos hills in 1961, the full-time 
enrollment will reach at least 
2,300, according to the Palo Alto 
Times in a series of articles this 
past summer. At the present, 
1,100 freshman and sophomore. 
day students and 1,150 evening 
students make up the student 
body. The temporary campus is 
located at the old Highway school 
in Mountain View. 

The faculty totals 59, an increase 
of 24 from last spring. Dean of 
Instruction H. H. Semans stated 
that the Foothill faculty is one 
of the “best junior college facul- 
ties in the state.” His reason was 
that forty per cent of their in- 
structors have doctor's degrees; 
the state average is only 10 per 
cent, according to Semans. 

The students are required to 
take 64 units of work in all ma- 
jors in addition to requirements 
in science, social science, language 
arts, fine arts, health and physi- 
cal education. 

During the summer many tem- 
porary portable classrooms were 
constructed in preparation for the 
increase in the enrollment. These 
same portables will be moved to 
the new campus in 1961. 

At the new Los Altos Hills 
campus, the college buildings will 
be on a plateau while the lower 
areas will be for parking facili- 
ties. Eight major buildings, in 
addition to the library, will be 
found on the plateau — science, 
language arts, campus center, 
physical education (including foot- 
ball and track field), business ed- 
ucation and social science, admin- 
istration, auditorium and arts. A 
total of 150 courses in 30 differ- 
ent fields are available. 3 

Total cost of construction will 
be near $10,000,000. The college 
is being built for a 3,000 stu- 
dent capacity. Foothill- college’s 
grid team, “The Owls,” will travel 
to Salinas Nov. 14 for the first 
meeting between the two schools.

while in America this is a com- 
mon practice. 

In Paris Dr. Sandgren spoke 
with a 16-year-old student who 
had just passed the entrance exam 
required for acceptance by the 
university. The student remarked 
that each year 50,000 persons take 
this test but only a mere 2,000 
actually are able to pass~ them 
satisfactorily. According to Dr. 
Sandgren the knowledge the stu- 
dent had accumulated up to the 
time of the exam seemed almost 
equivalent to the knowledge ac- 
quired by a student at the con- 
clusion of his four years of Ameri- 
can collegiate studies. 

Dutch Friendly 

“It was very warm in Europe, 
it was the hottest summer there 
in 80 years and the hottest in Eng- 
land in 200 years. The people 
were rationing their water sup- 
ply. In Frankfurt, Germany, it | 
was 120 degrees,” said Dr. Sand- 


gren.
